Justices to decide whether police videos 
are confidential personnel records

an police videos recorded on 
bbody- worn and patrol car camer 
as by considered confidential 
police officer personnel records 
and hidden from public view? 
That’ the question three justices with 
the Calfornia First Appellate District 
spent about aha an hour wrestling with 
In a San Francisco courtroom June 23. It 
was clear from their questions that the 
justices felt deeming the video Footage 
23: personnel records would represent an 
telargement of the protections currently 
applied under the law. an enlargement 
that could have a host af consequences 
The arguments touched on everything 
from California's open records laws to the 
Very purpose of recording police interac: 
tions 
The appellate cave is rooted in the 
Dec. 6, 2012 arrest of a M-year-old suspect 
In Eureka. One of the involved officers 
— former Eureka police Sgt. Adar Laird 
— was accused of using excessive force 
during the ares, leading to an internal 
affairs investigations and, ultimately, a 
criminal accusation that he committed 
assault under the color of authority and 
faleifed a police report to cover i up la 
court documents, Laid countered that 
he did as he'd been taught and was being 
singled out and set up due to his liberal 
political belies. The primary plece of 


evidence in the cate was video pulled 
from the dash camera ofa responding EPD 
patrol car, which captured the entirety of 
the artest. But the public has never had 
the chance to see the video, asthe Hum> 
boldt County District Attorney's Office 
clsmissed the case against Lav before it 
went to tral. (Laird ultimately retired from 
PD cn july 31,2014 asa part of the set- 
tlement of claim hed brought against the 
city regarding its handling of his case. Hes 
row warking locally a private defense 
investigator) 

In the aftermath ofthe criminal case, 
theJournal petitioned the Humboldt 
County Superior Court ta release the 
video and, on May 2.2015, Judge Chris 
topher Wilson granted the request. The 
city almost immediately appealed Wilson's 
ruling arguing hed erred by not giving the 
video the same legal protections that are 
afforded to confidential police officer per- 
sonnel records, Those legal protections 
known as the Pitchess statutes — are out 
lined in the Calfornia penal and evidence 
cades, and prescribe a strict procedure for 
accessing offices’ personnal information, 
which is defined ta include records of 
complaints and disciplinary action, as wel 
as personal information 

Inits appeal Eureka argued that the 
Journal should have been forced to fellow 
the Ptchess process in order to seek re 


lease af the video —a process that would 
have included notifying the officer and 
showing good cause for ajudge to review 
the recard behind closed doors in order 
to determine if they should be released. 

After bath sides fied briefs arguing 
their case, the appellate court scheduled 
coral arguments for June 23 and offered 
some direction, essentially cutting to the 
heart of the matter and asking bath sides 
to put technicalities on the back burner 
and primarily address whether police 
videos can be considered confidential per 
sonnel records under the law. Specifically 
the court wanted to know, are these vid- 
208 records that relate toa palice officers 
advancement. appraisal or discipline, and 
are they records generated by a complaint 
fr the investigation of a complaint par 
taining to the manner in which an officer 
performed his or her duties? 

if you haven't sat in an them be- 
fore, oral arguments before the court 
of appeals are an interesting affair with 
some similarities to arguments before the 
Supreme Court. Each side is allotted 15 
minutes to make its ease, Appellants— the 
city of Eureka, inthis case — go fst, but 
can choose to save a portion oftheir time 
to offer a closing rebuttal The catch isthe 
three justices hearing the appeal arent 
required to sit back passively and listen 
to-an attomey’ prepared remarks, Rather, 


they are free to interject at any time, ask 
ing questions and guiding the argument, 
which can result in ther utterly hijacking 
an attomey's prepared remarks, (As an 
‘example, while we waited for our case to 
be called, we watched Presiding Justice 
Barbara Jones spend almost five minutes 
(of an appellants argument excoriatng the 
attorney for failing to follow proper fling 
procedure) 

When our case was called, attoxneys 
centered the center of the eval courtroom, 
and toak ther seats at council table 
in front ofthe justices — Jones, Mark 
Simons and Henry Needham .— who 
sat perched atop a wood:-paneled bench 
‘overlooking the proceeding. The roam 
was bright, with skylights atop the vaulted 
dome celing bathing a large pastoral mural 
in natural light. As the appellant, Eureka 
City Attorney Cyndy Day-Wilson was fist 
te the podium, 

She began by addressing one of the 
core questions the court had posed. 
However, Day-Wilson got only a couple 
‘of minutes inta her discussion of Pitchess 
and a precedent-setting cave out of Long 
Beach when Simons interrupted her. 

“Are you aware of any case where a po" 
lice report has been treated as a confiden 
tial persormel record?” the justice asked. 
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Day-Wilson responded that she had not, 
“What we have here strikes me a, in many 
‘ways, quite comparable to apolice report,” 
Simons continued, “Its not a complaint 
and, more fundamentally, i's not a report 
{generated by a police investigation. It 
‘exists independently ofan investigation. 
[calling ta personnel record] seems to 
‘me quite a significant enlargement of the 
definition of personnel records, Palice 
videos are not generated to evaluate 
police misconduct 

‘Needham chimed in:"t’ like contem- 
pporaneaus evidence. How do you draw 
the ine between evidence thats out there 
ccontemparaneausly versus personnel 
record he asked before asking what 
ifthe video had been taken by acitizen 
with a cell phone. ‘Does that become a 
‘confidential personnel record subject to 
Pitchess? 

‘That would be something difer- 
cent, Bay-Wilson responded, because it 
‘wouldn't be recorded by the police de- 
partment. Day-Wilkon conceded this isa 
‘complicated lsue, noting that dashboard 
and body-worn cameras are becoming 
‘more and more prevalent. Then she threw 
abit ofa cur ball. “The reason for these, 
atleast in our neck of the woods, is that 
‘we have so many complaints or allegations 
‘of misconduct” Day-Wilson said, arguing 
that the reason EPD has these cameras 
isto evaluate the conduct ofits officers, 
the Implication being that EPD officers are 
‘under investigation constantly because of 
the recording devices 

Again, one of the judges interrupted, 
You would have us apply this to anything 
that might record what happened as pei- 
‘mary evidence?” jones asked. Day-Wilson 
said she wasnt asking fr a blanket ruling, 
but insisted that, at least in Eureka, these 
police videos are “records generated asa 
part of a disciplinary action or appalsal 
‘Thats their primary purpose is to look at 
officer conduct. (t's perhaps worth not 
ing that when the purchase of body cam- 
‘eras recently came before the Eureka City 
Council staff presented the technology 
primary a8 an evidence collection taal) 

Simans did't sound convinced by 
Day-Wilson’s argument. “I would guess 
that a significant portion of the intent is 
toaffect the conduct of officers” he sald 
“fyou know youre being recorded, that 
will effect how you do things: 

‘What about the recording af interra- 
_gations, Simons asked. Those exist partly 
{5 prosecutors can rebut any allegations 
that a suspect was beaten or coerced or 
treated unfairly, Would those, too, be 
‘generated to evaluate police misconduct, 
{generated “justin case theres an investiga- 
ton?” he asked. “It might be right, but its 


just abig step beyond where we are now” 

Day-Wilsan said employers and cities 
constantly document things in anticipa- 
tion of disciplinary actions, implying that 
these videos are no afferent. “Then why 
nat the police report” Simons asked, 
adding it “would be an interesting piece of 
Information” te pas on to defense ator 
rneys, that they would have to go through 
the cumbersome Pitchess process justo 
get thee cients police reports 

With that, Day-Wilson’s time was pretty 
much up and Paul Nicholas Boylan, the at 
torney representing the Journal, stepped 
to the pedium 

Boylan said case law is quite clear that 
incident reports are not personnel records, 
and nated that video is not peciical- 
ly enumerated in any ofthe state laws 
detaling what constitutes such records, 
And all those state laws, Boylan continued, 
are designed to create an expectation of | 
privacy for officers. 

"The focus is privacy but the tape we're 
talking about isin the open, in the world. 
where there can be no expectation of 
privacy” Boylan said. 

Further, Boylan argued that Calfornia 
state law is clear that when there's ambi- 
gulty on the topic of whether arecord 
Iscopen to the public, the court must err 
on the side of access, The overwhelming 
presumption, Boylan sds that gov 
femment records in California are public 
unless the lw specifically states other- 
Wise. In the cave of Pitches the law states 
that ecards generated forthe appralsal 
or discipline of an officer are confidential 
personnel records, but that doesn't apply 
here, he sald 

“There’ no evidence this was ever 
created as apart of the officers! personnel 
fle” Boylan said, “it's very clear this isnot 
Pitches document. To hold otherwise 
Would create an immediate reduction to 
the publics right to access information.” 

Given ane minute’ time to rebut Bay 
lans argument. Day-Wilson took the podi- 
tum and steed that she’ nat looking for 
a blanket ruling that drastically alters state 
law. She said she just wants the Pitchess 
procedure fallewed inthis case 

"Thats the problem” interupted jones 

"You are assuming this subject to} 
Pitchess and we need to get over that” 

With that Jones said that the matter is 
considered submitted. The court has until 
Sept 21 to sue a ruling

‘The news came from a report Hum= 
boldt County Public Health Officer Don 
Baird made te the Board of Supervizors in 
June. Daniel Mintz reported ont for the 
Humboldt independent and Mad River 
Union, and Sierra Jenkins wrote about it 
for KIEM-TV' website. | didn't see the 
news in the Times-Standard, Lost Coast 
(Outpost or ths paper, though the Journal 
has mentioned the high hep-C rates in 
past articles en the county: drug adale 
tion problems 

‘According ta the report, some 7000 
people in the county have hepatitis C— 
that’ percent ofthe countys population 
‘or mare than the combined populations 
cof Myrtletown and Cutten, KIEM reported 
that the county is seeing more than 500 
ew cases every year 

According ta the Centers far Disease 
Control and Preventian, hep-C kills more 
people in this country than 60 other 
Infectious diseases combined, including 
HIV. pneumonia and tuberculosis. If that 
lant scary enough, the CDC says half of al 
people infected with hep-C denit know 
That means the numbers are probably 
leven scarier than we know. 

Personally don't fear Ill get Its 
highly infectious but itis ane of those 
blood-to-blaod diseases. You are mast 
licely to get it passing infected needles 
around. But with that many people in 
‘our county infected, how can | not care? 
‘According ta the publication Health Day, 
fone in five people infected with hepati- 
tis Cwill die from cancer or cirrhosis of 
the liver. Thats 1400 people here we are 
talking about, 

The tragedy s that this isa preventable 
and curable disease. As with HIV, you can 
prevent it if you avoid any transmission of 


body lids. That means protected sex 
and clean needles, And there are effective 
‘2-week cures, although they could cost 
from $80,000 to $120,000, according to 
various medical news sites. 

‘Asa journals, was always an the 
lookout fer a wow story. You know it 
‘when you find it because you find yourself 
saying, “Wow!” When you find a wow 
story you drop whatever else ison your 
plate. And you continue ta report and 
‘write about it until you report everything 
{your readers need ar want to know about 
or until a bigger ar more pressing story 
‘comes along. 

In thie case, you stare with the numbers, 
which are wor! But there fs more. What 
‘exactly isthe county doing about i?” Who 
are the pecple wha are infected and how 
are they faring? What, if anything, i the 
‘county doing to help them? 

‘Any journalist who ignores a story 
lke this because he or she thinks readers 
‘wan't care isn't doing his or her job t's 
the journalists job to get people to care 
about important sues. Sometimes that 
takes some creativity t takes finding the 
‘people your reader will care about. That 
‘might be an overworked doctor ar nurse 
fr social worker. It might seem callous 
‘but it might mean finding someone who 
thas hepatitis C who isnt ahomeless drug 
user, If might mean introducing your 
readers to a homeless drug user and 
showing how human the person is. Is 
the journalists job to show readers how 
‘connected they are to the people in the 
story n this county it isnt that hard 
We are all connected. f you think you 
don't know anyone with hepatitis C, you 
axe likely wrong. Ifyou have school-age 
children, there are parents and siblings 
of their peers who are likely infected, 
Ifyou have co-workers with family, you 
are nat far removed from peaple with 
hep-C. The CDC says the vast numbers 
of people with hepatitis C are baby 
boomers — before advances in blood 
testing in 1992, people could get it from 
‘transfusions. In are cases, you could get 
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it fram mononucleosis — known as the 
kissing disease’ in college. | caught that 
my senior year. 

Daniel Mintz and KIEM didnt ignore 
the stay. But toa often aur local media 
fais to follow up. It doesnt relly help 
readers to be superficially informed about 
important issues. t just makes usa 
more anxious. believe that stories about 
problems should always be followed with 
tories about solutions. m one af those 
people — there are lots of us — who 
have constant anxiety, and | wonder i i 
correlates to my news appetite. lke 
to see a study of news readers versus the 
ignorant. Ignorance is prabably way more 
biissful 

The journalist who ignores stories oF 
drops them because the solutions seem 
too costly er otherwise out of reach also 
fall her readers. Governments don't solve 
problems unless they are pushed to do so. 
‘And people don't push their leaders unless 
someone rallies them 

Maybe one of the reasons people seem 
2 self absorbed these days isthe failure 
of our established media to shaw us how 
{genuinely connected we really are in con 
trast to the superficial connections social 
media present 

People de care about inequity and 
injustice. You can see that inthe instant 
‘online petitions that materialize these 
days. dant think inaction stems from 
laziness or apathy. | think people fal to act 
because they don't know hav to, Thats 
wity so many people got off their asses to 
attend Bernie Sanders rallies; because 
nally a guy said, "Lets tackle these serious 
issues together’ 

‘News stories can make people care and 
spur them ta act. That happens when the 
story is about someone in particular, the 
thing reported ie something that i just 
nat right, and finally, readers learn that 
something could, in fact, be done.

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Taking a Stand By Sitting Down 


Congressman Jared Huffman was 
“standing strong’ the morning of 
June 23, reported his communica 
tions director Alexa Schaffer from 
Washington. OF course, Huffman was 
not actually standing, but sitting, on the House 
‘chamber floor along with about a dozen ather 
‘congressional Democrat, to make a point 
about gun violence. The sitin cammenced 
June 22, with around 168 House members 
(ut of 18) and 4 senators (out of 44) an the 
floor and in the aisles by evening. Fortified by 
doughnuts from Sen. Elizabeth Watren and 
many boxes of take-out pizza, the protest con- 
tinued through the night and into the following 
day, despite the vate of House Republicans to 
recess three days early for the Fourth of July 
haliay. 

The protest came in the wake of the largest 
mast shooting in madern American history: 49 
people were gunned down ina gay nightclub 
in Orland, Florida on June 12. The alleged 
shooter, Omar Mateen, was able to purchase 
firearms despite having been investigated by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Four gun 
control measures, including one that would 
prevent those placed on a terror watch lit 
from buying guns, were rejected by the US, 
Senate on June 20, 

Huffman, who joined his colleagues june 22, 
wrote an social media that they were demand. 
ing an “an immediate vote on commarrsense 
{gun control legislation that has been stalled for 
years in Congress. moment of slence isan 
insufficient response to tragedies ike Orlando, 

After vote by House Republicans to 
cease fing of the proceedings, Democrats 


continued to document the protest using their 
phones and social media. Huffman’ Twitter 
feed included some insight into the mood, 
saying at 4:$4 pm. on June 22, “We have pizza 
in the cloakroom to get us through the night. 
‘Mare importantly, we have the courage of our 
‘convictions, #NoBilINoBreak” 

He said that it was his “proudest day asa 
member of Congress because we ae finally 
standing up and demanding action on one of 
the most critical issues facing our country: 

Huffman has been a consstent praponent 
‘of gun control, saying that the Second Amend: 
ment isnot absolute" In 2015 he co-sponsored 
Senate Bill 407, the Large Capacity Ammunition 
Feeding Device Act, which amends the Brady 
Handgun Violence Prevention Act to restrict 
transfer and possession af large capacity am- 
munition 

Huffman spake twice during the sit-in, once 
‘on the sue of gun violence and again on the 
presence of Confederate battle flags in national 
veterans’ cemeteries. A provision banning the 
flag, which Huffman authored earlier this year 
was reversed by House Republicans at 310 
‘am. Via Twitter, Huffman fumed that they had 
ound the time’ to make this decision, despite 
refusing to vate on a gun bil 

Despite pledges to remain on thefloor until 14 
“hell freezes aver’ or a vote on gun control 
Democrats ended the protest on june 23, after 
just more than 24 hours of eccupying the ai 
House chamber. They have pledged to make 
{gun control the party's primary focus upon 
returning from recess on july 5

coffers Staff recommended a com 
plesly tiered progressive tax that would

2 grow the larger its tax bil 

But a ts June 28 board meeting as the 
Journal went to press, the Board of Su 
pervisors voted 4-1, with Supervicar Mark 
Lovelace dissenting, to move forward 
with a simplified version with lower rates. 
Under the current versions, autdoor grows 
will be taxed at arate of SI per square Foot 
(of canopy. The rate jumps f0 $2 per square 
foot for mixed:-light grows and $3 per 
square foot for indoor grows 

Now, this e steep discount fram what 
county staff had originally proposed 
Consider that under staffs proposal, 
43580-square-foot grow — the largest 
allowable under the county's ordinance 
— would fetch a tax bil of more than 
$130,000, Under the version moved for 
ward by supervisors, that bill would drop

The trick n this whole conversation, as 
‘numerous supervisors noted. is finding the 
sweet spot, or a taxrate law enough to 
incentive compliance and draw growers 
‘out of the black market, yet high enough 
to bring much needed revenues inta the 
‘county t pay for environmental mitga 
tion and county services. Make the rate 
too low and the county is letting much 
needed revenue — it hasan annual struc 
tural deficit expected to hit $10 milion 
by 2020-2021 by some estimates — slip 


But make the ate too 
high. and the county is either bleeding 
farmers aut of existence or pushing them 
to stay in the black market, But theres also 
the argument that a rock-bottom rate that 
claws the majarity af Humboldt’: estimat- 
fed 10,000 cannabis farme into compliance 
and onto the tax rolls is gaing to generate 
alot more revenue than a heftier tax with 
only a faction of farmers in compliance 

‘And, of courte, this conversation 
lent taking place in a bubble, State law 
currently sees medical marjuana subject 
to the state’ 75 percent sales tax and 
theresa concerted effort to implement 
an additional statewide cannabis tax this 
year. North Coast Sen. Mike McGuire bil 
hich would have imposed a5 percent 
point-of ale Fee for marjuana users, 
has apparently died in committee. Sut 
another bill by North Coast Assembly- 
rman jim Wood. which would tax cannabis 
distribution at the rate of $925 per ounce, 
appears to have widespread support 

‘Couple that with the fact that grow 
cers —at least those whe are coming into 
compliance — are facing a host of new 
casts, from licensing and permit fees to 
canaulting bis and attorney fees, while 
navigating this new landscape, and the 
plcture gets murkie. 

But lets go back to that 43580-square 
foot grow for a minute. The standard rule 
of thumb is that 100 square feet of canopy 
should yield a pound of marijuana, which 
‘means ths garden could reasonably turn 
out 4.358 pounds a year. With a retail price 
of around $1000 a pound, that means 
about $4.36 milion in gross profit. Under 
Woods bil that garden would send SUIS 
million ta the state in taxes. Meanwhile, in 
Humboldt County, the grower would pay 
45,580 in taxes, 

‘As Franklin said centuries ago, taxation 
is certain, and that’s proving true even for 
marijuana farmers. But what that certainty 
will mean — for farmers. consumers, a 
billon-dollar industry and a poor county 
lke Humbalét — is anything but

Holve trained asa baokbinder and 
her wall-mounted assemblages offer an 
impressive display of possblties in book 
arts, Multfaceted constructions feature 
stacked and pleated paper, tape and 
‘canvas. Their appearance isthe product of 
‘many precise, consecutive euts and folds 
‘They areas crisply articulated asa starched 
shirt. 

‘Many of these works take the shapes of 
information structures. Their labyrinthine 
surfaces recall the shape of an archive, ora 
brain. Infact, every aspect oftheir densely 
pleated surfaces has been made out of 
| preexisting book. Halve availed herself 
‘of a deep reservoir af unwanted books 
‘otherwise destined for landfill —_mostly 
colder library editions acquired in bulk from 
thrift shops or via danation — and mined 
far material. Scanning the faceted surfaces 
‘of her assemblages slike scanning spins in 
the library stacks, ifthe library stacks had 
‘been exploded and radically rjggered, 

‘The older binding materials Holve uses 


havea visible grain and a distinctive look 
They come in a range of earth tones that 
look saber and restrained in comparison 
to contemporary bindings. These are 
obviously sturdy materials intended to last 
mote than a couple of years, which in itself 
dates ther. The most spatially involved 
structures are minimally colored, and vice 
versa. One sharp-edged field of dscontin- 
‘uous quadhilateal panels is executed only 
in ibeary binding tape, no two segments 
of which are precisely the same shade of 
dusty black 

“Text isan important element in all 
these works” Holve said, “even though that 
might not be immediately apparent.” Most 
assemblages do feature a word or number, 
often in some discreet place. While most 
of the books harmed inthe making of, 
these artworks have been rendered anon 
ymous through Holves cuts, occasional 
bits of book get preserved because of the 
massages they convey. Identical tle logo 
tage read “Fly Buys” ISBN codes tattoo the 
surfaces of a dark and otherwise laconic 
five-part series of wall constructions. It 
looks like a row of archival storage boxes 
made strange ina library technicians fever 
dream, 

‘There are jokes here, too. The text 
fragment [Behind the sken curtain] 
appears ina wall assemblage that features, 
you guesied it, translucent sken layers 
juxtaposed with paper folds, The largest 
series here arranges identically scaled and 
framed callages nan incomplete grid. Each 
collage features a single printed wore: the 


finite article “the” Holye sale: “I wanted 
to call attention tothe difference between 
the sense of uniqueness or specalness that

Halves materials reinforce her project's 
retro aspect. When e-books and the Kindle 
frat became avaiable come forecasted 
the actual book’ imminent demise.

But while physical books are nia danger 
of disappearance. they are understood 
to represent an older order. The fact that 
Halve works with books published in earlier 
generations exaggerates this retro effect 
She parsing information structures ofthe 
past 

However, unlike many artists who work 
With older technologies, Holve says, I'm 
‘ot interested in nostalgia and indeed the 
cao, impeccable surfaces of her creations 
would not support such an interpretation. 
‘These artworks may be retrospective, but 
they are not backward-laaking. They show 
how the incisive pattern characteristic 
lof 20th-century thought got subsumed 
In new techniques of information access, 
‘organization and storage. 

Lets nat forget Cutting itself i retro, 
Ie meant a lt to modernists, It could be 
‘a swashbuckling way for a member of the 
avant-garde to savage the picture plane all 
the while reaffring its centrality Iti the 
signature action for collage — from Han 
nah Hochs Dada masterpiece "Cut With 
the Kitchen Knife” to the late cut-paper 


‘works of Henri Matisse, to the Beat texts 
cut up by Willam Burroughs to Lucio Fon 
taal slashed canvases, to Yoko Ono's "Cut 
Piece’ performance. “To cut” makes the 
top 20 of Richard Serras 1968 "Verb List 
for sculpture. 

Holve knows these precedents, but said 
that none of them have been especially 
important as sources of direct influence 
She tums instead to poetry, mentioning 
‘Theodore Rothkes poem "Cuttings" as a 
source of inspiration that has shaped her 
process 

‘Conversation with Halve calls up the 
notion of the madera eye as adstanced 
cutting tool, reinforced agsinst compas 
sion fatigue. The tendency for modemist 
artists to blend cutting with seeing was 
‘epitomized inthe famous scene in Which 
an eyeballis sliced by a razor in Un Chien 
‘Andalou (An Andalusian Dog), Salvador 
Dali and Luis Burvelssureal shocker of 
‘a mavie, which brake Parisian attendance 
records in 1923, 

Dall and Buruel wanted art to upset 
rather than reinforce prevaling ways of 
‘ordering things and ideas. Slicing was thele 
‘generation’ “disruntion’ Holve's collages 
reproduce this dynamic, placing it inside 
historical brackets. The analog archive 
locos large in Helves ear view mio.

Question: 


“Kev, How big can a cannabis plant root sys- 
tem grow?" 

‘Answer: 

Depending on what cultivar we are speaking 
about, fully developed sativa variety can 
produce a root ball upto 8 feet in diameter 
and has roots reaching dawn over 24 inches. 
‘The majority of the roots are within the first 12 
inches of the soil but there is extension down 
into a depth of 24 inches. 

This translates to about 800 gallons of sol 
This allows us to understand why plants in the 
ground can grow so large as they can use up 
to 8 feet of space to search out nutrients. In 
the 1920's a scientist named Dr. John Weaver, 
from Nebraska, performed the most com- 
prehensive study of root systems ever done. 
He painstakingly removed the sol from the 
root systems of the plants so he could graph 
the deta of the root systems. His analysis of 
cannabis sativa revealed the extensive root 
system needed to provide nutrients, water 
and provide support to the plant. His work can 
be found in the books Roots Demystified and 
Understanding Roots, both written by author 
Robert Kourik
